Saying  “it  is  impossible  today  to  describe  in  detail 
the  concrete  image  of  the  future,”  Gorbachev  jiro- 
posed: 

•  To  create  a  new  2,250-member  Congress  of 
Deputies  that  would  elect  a  president  and  a  400-  to 
450-member,  full-time  legislature. 

•  To  empower  the  president  to  oversee  foreign  and 
defense  policy  and  appoint  the  head  of  government. 

•  To  hand  executive  power  to  the  government  and 
local  councils,  known  as  soviets,  and  have  local 
Communist  Party  chiefs  elected  to  head  their  sovi¬ 
ets. 

The  Soviet  president  now  acts  as  a  figurehead 
and  the  Soviet  Parliament  merely  approves  deci¬ 
sions  of  the  party. 

Gorbachev  did  not  make  clear  what  relationship 
the  new  president  would  have  to  his  own  position  — 
that  of  party  general  secretary,  which  currently  is 
the  most  powerful  post  in  the  nation. 

While  seeking  to  curb  Communist  Party  power 
by  law  and  promote  a  division  of  authority,  Gor¬ 
bachev  made  clear  he  had  no  intention  of  permitting 
rival  parties  to  challenge  Communist  rule. 

He  also  condemned  efforts  to  redraw  the 
boundaries  of  the  nation’s  15  republics,  signaling  he 
won’t  give  in  to  Armenia’s  demand  to  annex  a 
mountain  enclave  belonging  to  a  neighboring  re¬ 


public. 

On  agriculture,  Gorbachev  suggested  expanding 
an  experimental  system  permitting  farmers  to 
lease  their  land  from  state  and  collective  farms  into 
a  nationwide  program  designed  to  give  a  quick 
boost  to  food  production. 

He  said  farmers  should  become  the  “true  mas¬ 
ters”  of  their  land. 

Addressing  the  more  sensitive  point  of  price 
reform,  which  necessarily  would  mean  higher 
prices,  the  Soviet  leader  insisted  “it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  resolve  this  problem,  no  matter  how 
difficult  it  may  be.” 

Gorbachev  said  overhauling  the  state  price 
structure  could  ease  food  shortages  and  improve 
the  availability  of  high-quality  consumer  goods. 

Meat  and  milk  are  rationed  in  several  regions  of 
the  Soviet  Union,  while  state  subsidies  keep  prices 
low. 

Politburo  member  Alexander  N.  Yakovlev, 
asked  at  a  news  conference  when  ration  cards 
would  be  abolished,  refused  to  set  a  date  but  said 
food  supplies  must  be  increased  as  soon  as  possible. 

“It  is  a  political  issue,  a  moral  issue,  a  social 
issue,”  said  the  propaganda  chief  who  is  regarded 
as  one  of  Gorbachev’s  key  advisers.

Goi’bachev  proposed  that  a  new, 
2,250-member  Congress  of  Deputies 
be  elected  to  review  constitutional, 
economic  and  social  questions  annu¬ 
ally.  Its  members’  terms  would  be 
five  years. 

The  new  Congress  of  Deputies 
would  consist  of  two  750-member 
bodies  equivalent  to  the  current  two 
houses  of  parliament,  the  Council  of 
Nationalities  and  the  Council  of  the 
Unions,  which  are  elected  nation¬ 
wide. 

In  addition,  a  new  750-member 
body  to  be  elected  by  trade  union, 
artistic,  scientific,  party  and  other  or¬ 
ganizations  would  be  added  to  the 
Congress  of  Deputies,  Gorbachev 
said.  That  could  give  intellectuals,  the 
strongest  supporters  of  Gorbachev’s 
reforms,  more  political  power. 

The  Congress  of  Deputies  would 


choose  a  permanent  legislature  of 
400-450  members,  to  be  headed  by  a 
president  chosen  by  the  entire  Con¬ 
gress  of  Deputies,  he  proposed. 

The  new  pai’liament  would  be 
known  by  the  same  name  as  the  cur¬ 
rent  nominal  parliament  —  the 
Supreme  Soviet  —  but  it  will  have 
extended  powers,  Gorbachev  said 
during  his  opening  speech  to  the  con¬ 
ference  in  the  Kremlin. 

The  Communist  Party  leader  left 
many  details  of  his  proposal  unclear, 
but  said  that  appropriate  legislation 
for  the  new  arrangement  could  be 
submitted  to  the  existing  parliament 
as. early  as  fall  and  elections  held  as 
soon  as  next  spring. 

Gorbachev  also  proposed  strength¬ 
ening  local  councils  known  as  soviets. 

But  he  recommended  that  local 
party  leaders  also  head  the  local  gov¬ 
erning  council,  an  apparent  coritradic-

tion  of  later  passages  in  his  speech 
advocating  that  the  party  get  out  of 
day-to-day  administration. 

“This  will  raise  the  Soviet’s  pres¬ 
tige,  increase  the  accountability  of 
the  executive  committee  and  make  it 
possible  to  divide  the  functions  of  the 
party  and  governmental  bodies  with 
greater  precision  now  that  the  onus  of 
government  is  shifting  onto  the  sovi¬ 
ets,”  he  said. 

It  also  would  prolong  party  control 
of  the  local  government  councils  by 
ensuring  that  its  head  is  also  the  party 
leader  responsible  for  the  area. 

Currently,  local  party  leaders  gen¬ 
erally  are  members  of  government 
executive  committees,  and  Gor¬ 
bachev  says  that  getting  them  into 
the  actual  councils,  or  legislative 
branches,  and  out  of  the  executive 
branches  will  strengthen  their  ac¬ 
countability.

NEW  YORK  —  The  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  on  Tuesday  sued  the  Inter¬ 
national  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters  to 
force  reforms  on  the  nation’s  largest 
labor  union,  calling  it  “a  major  Ameri¬ 
can  scandal”  dominated  by  the  Mafia. 

The,  civil  racketeering  lawsuit  —  in 
the  works  for  more  than  a  year  —  was 
filed  in  federal  court  in  Manhattan  by 
U.S.  Attorney  Rudolph  Giuliani. 

Meanwhile,  two  U.S.  Senators  and 
the  AFL-CIO,  of  which  the  Team¬ 
sters  is  a  member,  attacked  the  law¬ 
suit  as  overstepping  government  au¬ 
thority. 

Giuliani  stressed  that  “this  lawsuit 
is  not  in  any  sense  an  attack  on  trade 
unionism  or  on  the  many,  many 
Teamsters  who  are  honest,  hard 
working  people.” 

Named  as  defendants  were:  the  In¬ 
ternational  Brotherhood  of  Team¬ 
sters,  Chauffeurs,  Warehousemen 
and  Helpers  of  America;  the  18-mem¬ 
ber  general  executive  board  of  the  1.6 
million-member  international  union; 
and  26  alleged  members  or  associates 
of  the  American  Mafia  and  the  mob’s 
ruling  “Commission.” 

Twenty-five  of  those  26  defendants 
already  have  been  convicted  of  Team- 
sters-related  crimes  such  as  labor 
peace  extortion,  embezzling  union 
funds  or  taking  labor  payoffs. The 
board  consists  of  Teamsters  Presi¬ 
dent  Jackie  Presser,  Secretary-Trea¬ 
surer  Weldon  Mathis  and  16  vice 
presidents. 

The  government  wants  a  federal 
judge  to  remove  from  office  any 
Teamsters  officers  found  at  trial  to 
have  violated  federal  racketeering 
laws. 

U.S.  District  Judge  David  N.  Edel- 
stein  granted  the  government  a  tem¬ 
porary  restraining  order  that  bars  the 
board  from  making  large  expendi¬ 
tures  of  union  funds  or  destroying 
union  records. The  order  also  banned 
previously  convicted  mob  defendants 
from  participating  in  union  affairs.

Center  increases  staff

In  1989  the  Timpanogos  Mental 
Health  Center  will  increase  its  pro¬ 
fessional  staff  by  173  percent  and  re¬ 
duce  spending  by  more  than  $810,000, 
according  to  a  proposed  budget. 

According  to  the  proposal,  a  short¬ 
term  management  team  concluded 
that  there  was  a  “shortage  of  trained, 
licensed  mental-health  professionals 
on  staff.” 

The  budget  was  presented  in 
Heber  City  Tuesday  to  a  governing 
board  composed  of  commissions  from 
Utah,  Summit  and  Wasatch  counties. 

The  management  team  suggests  in¬ 
creasing  the  professional  staff  from 
19.25  to  52.50  equivalent  full-time 
professionals  and  proposes  that  ser¬ 
vices  be  rendered  equally  throughout 
the  three  counties,  rather  than  cen¬ 
tralizing  nearly  all  of  the  services  in 
Utah  County. 

The  proposal  also  recommends  ex¬ 
penditures  of  $7,003,976  for  the 
health  center  in  1989,  compared  to 
$7,815,213  spent  in  1988. 

Ninety-three  staffers  worked  on  a 
contract  basis  at  Timp  this  year,  in¬ 
cluding  76  with  multiple  contracts. 
Only  47  staffers  had  salaried  posi¬ 
tions. 

The  new  proposal  suggested  128.5 
salaried  staffers  who  will  be  re¬ 
stricted  to  a  40-hour  week.  “The  pro¬ 
liferation  of  multiple  contracts  with 
staff  and  difficulty  in  the  monitoring 
of  staff  performances”  was  cited  as  a 
major  difficulty  in  the  past  by  the  re¬ 
port. 

Earlier  this  year  a  state  audit  clis- 
closed  allegations  of  massive  fraud  in¬ 
volving  the  top  management  at  Timp. 
It  was  revealed  that  $3.5  million  was 
misused  through  a  contracting  sys¬ 
tem  where  the  officials  received  ex- 


ti’avagant  fees  using  expenses  in¬ 
tended  for  patient  care. 

Since  the  scandal  was  discovered, 
Timp  directors  have  resigned  or  been 
dismissed,  criminal  complaints  are 
pending  and  mental-health  workers 
from  around  the  state  have  temporar¬ 
ily  been  assigned  to  direct  the  health 
center. 

If  the  budget  is  approved,  Timp 
will  for  the  first  time  have  an  accred¬ 
ited  inpatient  program. 

Formerly,  an  unaccredited  inpa¬ 
tient  service  haS  been  managed  in  the 
in  the  basement  of  the  Utah  County 
Jail. 

All  three :  counties  will  also  see  a 
major  increase  in  the  amount  of  out¬ 
patient  services.  In  Utah  County, 
outpatient  services  will  increase  2M 
percent  from'7^145^to  24.450  hours. 
Summit  Couiify  Svlll  increase "  from' 
500  to  5,130  hours,  an  increase  of  962 
percent  and  Wasatch  County  will  in¬ 
crease  305  percent  from  600  to  2,340 
hours. 

According  to  the  proposal,  day  and 
residential  services  lacked  the  stan¬ 
dard  active  treatment  programs.  Re¬ 
structuring  is  planned  that  will 
provide  active  service  and  assure  that 
when  patients  are  moved  it  be  under 
the  least  restrictive  atmosphere  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  report  further  concluded  that 
the  failure  to  provide  adequate  outpa¬ 
tient  services  meant  the  center 
couldn’t  meet  community  needs. 

The  report  opened  by  saying  “as  a 
management  team,  it  is  our  philoso¬ 
phy  that  that  any  budget  is  a  work 
plan  where  priorities  and  directions 
are  set.  It  has  been  our  attempt ...  to 
suggest  that  the  priorities  of  Tim¬ 
panogos  Mental  Health  Center  should 
be  delivery  of  services,  first  and  fore¬ 
most  to  the  most  seriously  mentally 
ill.”

B  YU  students  will  help  bring  ‘fire’  to  Cou¬ 
gar  Stadium. 

More  than  300  BYU  students  will  be 
hired  to  help  with  Alan  Osmond’s  , 
panorama.  Stadium  of  Fire,  Satur¬ 
day.  According  to  Penny  Morrell  of 
BYU  student  employment,  this  number 
of  students  is  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Morrell  said  student  employment  started 
hiring  in  early  May  to  fill  the  positions  avail¬ 
able. 

The  students  are  hired  on  a  tempo-  ^ 
rary  basis  to  help  with  the  physical  lo¬ 
gistics  of  the  production.  Jobs  include

work  on  grounds  crews,  concessions  and  ushering. 

Morrell  said  many  students  hired  now  are  hoping 
for  more  permanent  jobs  during  the  school  year. 

According  to  Ned  Rushton,  head  of  concessions, 
concessions  will  hire  approximately  125  students 
for  the  event.  He  said  usually  300  students  are 
hired  to  work  at  one  BYU  football  game. 


Rushton  said  fewer  students  are  needed  to  work 
concessions  for  this  event  because  more  people  at¬ 
tend  football  games  than  will  attend  Stadium  of 
Fire,  so  less  food  is  sold.  He  also  said  people 
,,  don’t  eat  as  much  at  this  type  of  event. 

^  Roy  S.  Peterman,  of  the  BYU  Physi- 
cal  Plant,  said  the  grounds  depart- 
^  ment  is  hiring  more  students  this  year 
because  of  extra  requests  made  by  the 
organizers  of  the  production.  Jobs  on 
grounds  crew  include  clean-up,  field  mark¬ 
ing,  crowd-control  fencing  and  set-up. 

Peterman  said  students  who  are  hired 
for  the  event  will  be  given  first  priority 
_  =  when  openings  occur  later  in  the  year. 

Rushton  said  about  two  dozen  of  the 
students  hired  for  this  event  will  stay  and  work 
concessions  during  the  football  season. 

However,  many  of  the  students  who  apply  for 
the  jobs  simply  want  to  make  some  extra  money 
said  Morrell.  She  said  the  work  is  basically  tempo¬ 
rary. 

A  few  BYU  students  will  actually  appear  in  the 
Stadium  of  Fire  production.  Rob  Ness,  a  graduate 


student  from  Rigby,  Idaho,  majoi-ing  in  music  edu¬ 
cation,  will  be  playing  the  herald  trumpet  in  the 
fanfare  section  of  the  production.  The  fanfare 
trumpet  is  a  specialty  instrument  used  for  cere¬ 
monies. 

Ness  said  he  auditioned  for  the  show  because  it 
sounded  fun  to  be  involved  in  such  an  extrava¬ 
ganza.  Ness  will  be  one  of  50  trumpeters  playing 
the  fanfare. 

The  fanfare,  an  original  composition  for  Stadium 
of  Fire,  was  composed  by  Kurt  Bestor,  a  BYU 
alumnus. 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  Public  Communica¬ 
tions  and  a  member  of  the  FYeedom  Festival  execu¬ 
tive  committee,  said  ticket  sales  for  Stadium  of 
Fire  are  slower  than  last  year.  “We  are  still  looking 
for  a  sellout  crowd,”  said  Richards. 

The  stadium  will  accommodate  more  than  50,000 
spectators. 

According  to  Richards,  slower  sales  may  be  the 
result  of  the  fact  that  the  major  talent  this  year  is 
not  as  established  as  Bob  Hope,  last  year’s  star.  He 
also  noted  that  some  people  may  have  been  disap¬ 
pointed  by  Hope’s  performance.

Ambassador  recalled  for  questioning 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Reagan  administration  announced  Tuesday  it  is 
recalling  the  U.S.  ambassador  to  Mexico  for  consultations  in  the  wake  of 
Mexico’s  decision  to  release  a  jailed  Puerto  Rican  nationalist  wanted  by  the 
United  States  for  terrorist  activities. 

The  recall  of  Ambassador  Charles  J.  Pilliod  was  announced  by  .White  House 
spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater.  The  State  Department  had  expressed  outrage 
Monday  at  news  that  William  Morales,  37,  was  released  from  prison  Friday 
and  allowed  to  flee  to  Cuba. 

Fitzwater  said  the  State  Department  had  summoned  the  Mexican  ambas¬ 
sador  to  the  United  States,  Jorge  Espinosa  de  los  Rayes,  on  Monday  night 
“and  expressed  our  anger  over  the  release  of  this  convicted  terrorist.” 

Morales  had  served  five  years  of  an  eight-year  sentence  for  the  murder  of  a 
Mexican  policeman. 

“He  was  convicted  in  the  United  States  of  serious  weapons  possession 
charges  and  was  implicated  in  over  50  bombings  by  a  Puerto  Rican  separatist 
gi-oup  which  from  1976  to  1978  resulted  in  the  death  and  injury  of  many 
individuals,”  State  Department  spokesman  Charles  Redman  said. 

Redman  described  as  outrageous  Mexico’s  decision  not  to  extradite  Morales 
to  the  United  States  because  he  is  a  “political  fighter.” 

That  action  “undercuts  the  fight  against  terrorism  by  legal  means,”  said 
Redman. 

Attorney  General  wants  death  warrant 

The  Utah  Attorney  General’s  office  will  seek  a  new  death  warrant  for 
condemned  Hi  Fi  killer  William  Andrews  at  the  end  of  the  week,  officials  say. 

Associate  Deputy  Attorney  General  Paul  Warner  said  Tuesday  the  warrant 
would  probably  be  sought  from  2nd  District  Judge  John  Walquist,  who 
presided  over  Andrews’  1975  trial. 

A  stay  of  execution  granted  in  F ebruary  1985  was  vacated  last  Thursday  by 
U.S.  IDistrict  Judge  David  K.  Winder  in  accordance  with  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court’s  I’efusal  in  April  to  reconsider  its  earlier  decision  to  deny  Andrews’ 
request  to  hear  his  appeal. 

Andrews  has  an  appeal  before  the  Utah  Supreme  Court,  but  Warner  said 
the  attorney  general’s  office  hopes  the  justices  will  rule  without  issuing 
another  stay  of  execution. 

Andrews,  33,  was  sentenced  to  death  for  the  1974  torture-slayings  of  three 
people  at  the  Ogden  Hi  Fi  Shop.

IDS  First  Presidency  affirms  neutrality 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Mormon  Church  leaders  on  Tuesday  reaffirmed  the 
church’s  policy  of  strict  political  neutrality  while  urging  members  to  become 
involved  in  the  political  process. 

“The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  does  not  favor  one  political 
party  over  another.  We  have  no  candidate  for  political  office  and  we  do  not 
undertake  to  tell  people  how  to  vote,”  said  a  statement  by  the  First  Presi¬ 
dency. 

They  also  warned  against  use  of  church  facilities  for  political  purposes  or  of 
mailing  lists  or  directories  of  church  members. 

“We  also  call  on  all  political  candidates  who  are  members  . . .  neither  to  state 
nor  imply  the  endorsement  of  their  candidacy  by  the  church  or  its  leaders,”  the 
statement  said. 

Church  President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  and  his  two  counselors,  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley  and  Thomas  S.  Monson,  also  urged  church  members  to  become 
politically  involved  and  to  “study  carefully  and  prayerfully  candidates’  posi¬ 
tions  on  issues  and  to  vote  for  those  who  will  most  nearly  carry  out 
their  views  of  government  and  its  role.” 

Attorneys  allege  inconsistent  verdict 

ROCKVILLE,  MD.  —  Attorneys  for  Clarence  Leake,  convicted  of  taking 
hostages  in  the  Washington  Temple  belonging  to  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints ,  say  they  may  ask  for  a  new  trial  on  grounds  the  verdict  was 
inconsistent. 

A  jury  on  Friday  found  Leake  not  criminally  responsible  on  charges  of 
kidnapping  and  using  a  handgun,  but  guilty  of  assault  and  false  imprisonment. 

Leake  is  to  be  sentenced  by  Judge  Peter  J.  Messittes  on  September  8. 

Leake’s  attorneys  claimed  he  was  not  criminally  responsible  on  the  night  he 
invaded  the  temple  and  held  hostages  at  gunpoint  for  16  hours. 

One  attorney  said  Leake  believed  he  would  help  bring  about  the  second 
coming  of  Jesus  Christ  and  become  a  part  of  the  history  of 'The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  '  ■  ; 

.  Prosecutors  contended  Leake  was  angry  with  The  Church  of  J  esus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  for uiot  renewing  his  temple  recommend  and  telling  him  h® 
needed  to  resume  tithing  and  regular  church  attendance. 

August  launch  of  Discovery  postponed 

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  —  The  launch  of  Discovery  on  the  first  space 
shuttle  mission  since  the  Challenger  disaster  has  been  officially  delayed  sev¬ 
eral  days  until  Sept.  4,  NASA  said  Tuesday. 

An  announcement  from  space  agency  headquarters  in  Washington  con¬ 
firmed  what  many  launch  site  officials  have  been  saying  for  some  time,  that  an 
August  launch  was  impossible  because  it  is  taking  longer  than  expected  to 
prepare  Discovery  for  flight. 

The  announcement  said  the  new  goal  is  a  launch  in  early  September. 
Astronaut  Jon  McBride,  NASA’s  liaison  with  Congress,  told  a  meeting  in 
Washington  the  target  is  Sept.  4. 

The  delay  was  the  third  announced  this  year,  with  earlier  launch  dates  set  in 
February,  June  and  August.  But,  one  by  one,  they  have  fallen  by  the  wayside 
as  technical  problems  held  up  the  nation’s  recovery  from  the  loss  of  space 
shuttle  Challenger  and  its  seven  crew  members  in  a  fiery  explosion  73  seconds 
after  liftoff  on  Jan.  28, 1986. 

For  several  weeks,  the  space  agency  has  carried  Aug.  22  as  a  public  target 
for  launch,  but  that  was  wiped  out  unofficially  some  time  ago.

Picnic  ideas  make  summer  fun

\A  red-checkered  tablecloth  and  a 
Doden  basket  are  the  basic  elements 
a  traditional  picnic,  but  this  sum- 
ter,  students  should  venture  to  try 
me  new  and  inventive  picnicking 
eas. 

;  Sandwiches  are  always  a  staple  on  a 
cnic  menu,  but  monotony  will  result 
om  making  the  same  uniform  sand- 
iches  consistently. 

The  Utah  State  University  Exten¬ 
on  Service  publishes  a  pamphlet 
at  offers  suggestions  on  how  to  add 
^riety  to  mundane  sandwich  fillings. 


According  to  the  pamphlet,  sand¬ 
wich  fillings  with  several  things  in 
them  are  better  than  just  a  slice  of 
lunch  meat. 

The  best  types  of  filling  include 
something  crunchy  in  them,  such  as 
celery,  pickle  relish,  onion  or  raw 
green  pepper. 

Using  different  meats,  unique  com¬ 
binations  of  foods  or  adding  an  ingre¬ 
dient  to  a  commonly  used  filling,  are 
some  ways  to  add  zip  to  a  sandwich. 

The  pamphlet  says  trying  different 
breads  such  as  bagel,  English 
muffins,  banana  nut  bread,  cinnamon 
bread  or  rye  bread  can  also  help  make 
an  ordinary  sandwich  not  so  ordinary. 


Succulent  Sandwich 

Suggestions 


-  Bean  sprouts,  celery  or  raisins  added  to  hard-cooked 
eggs  with  salad  dressing. 

-  Barrana  or  apple  slices  with  peanut  butter. 

-  Apple  slices,  raisins  or  peanuts  added  to  tuna  fish. 

-  Bacon,  mayonnaise  and  avocado  slices  mixed 
together. 

-  Monterey  Jack  cheese  with  creamy  cucumber 
dressing  and  sprouts. 

-  Turkey  with  tomato  slices  and  bacon-cheese  dip. 

-  RIcotta  cheese,  bottled  Italian  dressing  and  shredded 
carrot. 

-  Cream  cheese,  pineapple  Juice,  chopped  bananas 
and  flaked  coconut. 

-  Chicken,  poppy  seed  salad  dressing,  avocado  and 
tomato  slices. 

-  Cubed  turkey,  avocado  dip,  chopped  green 
pepper  and  bottled  taco  sauce. 

-  Cheddar  cheese,  mayonnaise,  broccoli  and 
chopped  olives. 
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Tomatoes,  pickles,  lettuce  and 
other  greens  should  be  packaged  in  a 
separate  bag  when  the  sandwich  is 
frozen  and  placed  on  the  sandwich 
just  before  it  is  eaten,  unless  they  are 
mixed  in  the  filling. 

Sandwiches  will  keep  better  if  they 
are  uncut. 

It  is  important  to  keep  foods  cool  by 
refrigerating  the  lunch,  freezing  the 
sandwich  or  beverage  or  using  a  plas¬ 
tic  bag  or  container  with  ice. 

Also,  freezing  the  sandwiches  can 
help  prevent  bacteria  which  could 
cause  food  poisoning  from  growing 
and,  therefore,  provides  an  added 
safety  factor. 

Mary  Ann  LeBau,  master  gardener 
and  master  canner  at  the  the  USU 
Extension  Service,  said  she  likes  to 
make  a  fruit  salad  of  several  different 
melons  and  then  stores  it  in  a  hol- 
lowed-out  watermelon.  Before  serv¬ 
ing  it,  she  drizzles  honey  and  pours  a 
lemon-lime  soda  over  the  fruit. 

Fruit  kabobs  mixed  in  honey  and 
lime  juice  are  refreshing,  said  LeBau. 
Frozen  bananas  dipped  in  chocolate 
are  also  a  great  idea  for  a  dessert. 

Kelli  Miller,  a  junior  from  Salt  Lake 
City  majoring  in  public  relations,  said 
something  different  to  do  when  pic¬ 
nicking  is  to  make  the  sandwiches  in 
pita  bread. 

“My  favorite  part  of  a  picnic  is  the 
fruit— like  grapes  and  strawberries  — 
that  are  refreshing  yet  convenient  be¬ 
cause  they  don’t  have  to  be  cut  up,” 
said  Miller. 

Kim  Bailey,  a  junior  from  Bountiful 
majoring  in  English,  said  the  thing 
she  likes  more  than  sandwiches  for 
picnics  is  different  types  of  cold  pasta 
salads. 

“Pasta  is  easy  to  prepare  and  store, 
it  doesn’t  get  soggy  or  smashed  and  it 
makes  a  picnic  a  little  more  gourmet,” 
said  Bailey.

ter  for  International  Studies. 

Herald  R.  Clark,  a  professor  for 
more  than  50  years,  was  Stephen’s 
father. 

The  tree  represents  a  BYU  tradi¬ 
tion  in  the  Clark  family.  All  eight  chil¬ 
dren  of  Stephen  attended  BYU. 
Seven  of  the  eight  met  their  spouses 
while  attending  the  university.  They 
have  returned  to  BYU  for  a  three  day 
family  reunion. 

“Now  Stephen  Clark’s  grandchil¬ 
dren  can  say  there’s  great-grandpa 
Clark’s  building  and  there’s  grandpa’s 
tree,”  said  Michael  Clark,  second 
child  of  Stephen,  from  Palmdale, 
Calif. 

The  Clarks  contacted  BYU  when 
they  decided  they  wanted  to  plant  a 
tree  in  their  father’s  honor.  BYU 
grounds  services  selected  the  type  of 
tree  and  the  site.  Each  member  of 
Stephen  Clark’s  family  donated  the 
money  for  the  tree. 

“It  is  appropriate  that  the  tree  is  on 
this  campus  that  father  dearly  loved,” 
said  Annette  Clark,  youngest  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Stephen,  from  La  Habra,  Calif.

Re¬ 
marks  were  made  by  Paul  M.  Clark 
and  the  dedicatory  prayer  was  of¬ 
fered  by  Stephen  H.  Clark  II,  both 
sons  of  Stephen. 

According  to  Ruth  M.  Clark,  wife 
of  Stephen,  the  tree  will  be  a  memory 
of  her  husband  to  all  his  grandchil¬ 
dren. 

“The  tree  is  something  to  be  proud 
of,”  said  Katrina  Carter,  a  15-year- 
old  granddaughter.  The  Clarks  hope 
the  reunion  at  BYU  and  the  planting 
of  the  tree  will  encourage  the  grand¬ 
children  to  attend  BYU. 

Four  generations  of  Clarks  have  at¬ 
tended  BYU.  Stephen’s  children  hope 
his  grandchildren  will  keep  up  the  tra¬ 
dition  and  make  it  five  generations.

Students  enrolled  in  classes  for 
summer  term  may  be  in  for  shorter 
lines  according  to  past  enrollment 
trends. 

Nancy  Perkins,  national, news  edi¬ 
tor  for  Public  Communications  at 
BYU,  said  more  studentg^attend  the  i 
spring  term  while  fewer  attend  sum¬ 
mer  term. 

In  the  1987  spring  term  7,425  stu¬ 
dents  were  registered  full-time  in  the 
day  and  only  5,684  registered  full¬ 
time  for  the  1987  summer  term.  In 
1988,  7,457  students  were  enrolled  as 
spring  full-time  day  students.  1988 
summer  figures  were  unavailable. 

According  to  the  registration  of¬ 
fice,  upper  classmen  generally  attend 
spring  term  and  freshmen  and  sopho¬ 
mores  attend  the  summer  term.  Stu¬ 
dents  attend  spring  and  summer 
terms  for  various  reasons. 

Recent  high  school  graduates  and 
returned  missionaries  may  want  to 
get  a  head  start  on  their  college  edu¬ 
cation.  Students  wanting  to  repeat 
classes  and  students  wanting  to  grad¬ 
uate  also  attend. 

There  are  also  economic  reasons  to 
spend  the  summer  months  in  a  cam¬ 
pus  classroom.  Campus  jobs,  includ¬ 
ing  teaching  jobs  at  the  Missionary 
Training  Center,  require  students  to 
be  enrolled  in  at  least  one-half  credit 
hours  of  class  to  keep  their  jobs.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Police  detectives  and  the 
Salt  Lake  County  Attorney’s  office  are  continuing 
to  investigate  the  death  of  a  bank  robbery  suspect 
who  was  shot  and  mortally  wounded  by  a  police 
officer.  The  shooting  shortly  before  noon  Monday 
ended  a  three-hour  pursuit  of  a  suspected  bank 
robber. 

Russell  Ray  Daines,  21,  of  San  Francisco,  was 
shot  twice  in  the  chest  and  once  in  the  arm  and  died 
at  University  Hospital  about  1  Vs  hours  later,  a 
hospital  spokesman  said. 

Officer  J.R.  Nelson,  34,  an  eight-year  police  vet¬ 
eran  who  fired  the  shots,  was  suspended  with  pay 


pending  outcome  of  the  criminal  investigation  and  a 
review  by  the  police  departipent’s  shooting-review 
board,  said  Acting  Police  Chief  Ed  Johnson.“If  it’s 
a  justifiable  shooting,  we’d  like  to  get  him  back  to 
work  as  soon  as  possible,”  said  Johnson. 

Nelson  also  is  being  counseled  by  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  Traumatic  Incident  Corps,  composed  of  offi¬ 
cers  who  have  been  involved  in  similar  situations, 
Johnson  said. 

Police  were  pursuing  a  man  believed  to  have 
robbed  a  Key  Bank  teller  at  gunpoint  of  about 
$1,000  at  9  a.m.  Monday  and  eluded  officers  for 
hours. 

An  officer  checking  a  back  yard  spotted  a  man 
matching  the  description  of  the  bandit  emerging 


from  some  bushes.  The  officer  told  him  to  stop,  but 
the  man  ran  north  through  several  yards  and  pur¬ 
suing  officers  lost  sight  of  him.  Nelson  saw  Daines 
emerge  from  some  bushes.  Witness,  Mike  Carter, 
said  he  saw  Nelson  pull  his  .38-caliber  revolver  and 
crouch  in  a  combat  position. 

“(Nelson)  yelled  something  like,  ‘Stop,’  ‘Get 
down’  or  ‘Put  it  down,”’  Carter  said.  “And  then  he 
fired.  I  didn’t  see  him  shoot  but  I  heard  three  quick 
blasts  in  rapid  succession.  ” 

Following  the  shooting.  Nelson  ran  to  Daines, 
handcuffed  him  and  pulled  him  from  the  bushes  to 
the  lawn.  Detective  Sgt.  Don  Bell  said  no  gun  was 
found.  Some  bank  money  and  a  gun  clip  containing 
.22-caliber  bullets  were  recovered,  he  said.  _

Burr  and  Gauthier  aim  forOlympics

Two  gymnasts,  training  at  RYU, 
qualified  for  the  first  of  two  meets 
that  will  decide  this  year’s  Olympic, 
team  to  Korea. 
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The  meet  will  be 
Texas,  July  7  and  8. 

Bob  Gauthier  and  Scott  Burr  will 
be  two  of  46  gymnasts  competing  at 
the  United  States  Gymnastics  Feder¬ 
ation’s  (USGF)  Cham))ionshi|)s. 

Gauthier  and  Burr  both  competed 
in  the  U.S.  West  regional  qualifying 
meet  in  Pheonix,  Ariz.,  June  4  and  5. 
Gauthier,  who  is  presently  a  member 
of  the  U.S.  National  Gymnastics 
Team,  placed  second  in  the  meet. 

Gauthier  was  in  lllh  place  after 
early  competition,  but  finished  with  a 
strong  showing  to  move  up  nine  spots 
into  second  place. 

Burr  injured  his  shoulder  in  early 
comiictition.  Due  to  the  injury,  he 
was  unable  to  compete  in  later  conijie- 
tition.  Because  he  didn’t  finish  the 
meet,  Burr  didn’t  qualify  directly  into 
the  U.S.  Chanijiionships. 

But,  through  a  petitioning  system 
used  by  the  USGF  he  will  be  allowed 
to  compete  at  Houston,  in  spite  of  the 
injury. 

According  to  BYII  Gymnastic's 
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Coach -Mako to  Sakamoto,  both  Gau¬ 
thier  and  Burr  have  a  very  good 
chance  to  make  the  siiuad  going  to 
Seoul  this  September.  “The  reality  is 
that  it’s  pretty  much  anyone’s  meet. 
There  are  probably  20  people  in  the 
running  that  could  make  it,  and  Bob  is 
one  of  them,"  he  said. 

Sakamoto  was  the  assistant  coach 
of  the  1984  Olympic  team. 

Although  Burr  has  a  bid  to  the 
championships,  it  remains  unsure 
whether  he  will  actually  compete. 

“If  he’s  healthy,  he’s  right  there  in 
the  top  20,  too.  But  he’s  got  to  be 
mentally  tough,”  said  Sakamoto'. 

Burr  feels  ]}ositive  but  realistic  to¬ 
ward  the  situation.  “Right  now  it 
feels  great,  I  feel  like  I  can  do  any¬ 
thing.  But  if  it  (his  shoulder)  doesn’t 
feel  ready,  I  won’t  go,”  he  said. 

The  Houston  meet  will  determine 
which  gymnasts  will  com])ete'at  the 
final  Olympic  trials  in  Salt  Lake  City 
this  August.

According  to  Sakamoto,  just  being 
in  the  to])  18  qualifiers  to  Salt  Lake 
City  isn’t  enough.  “You  have  to  be 
jiretty  much  in  the  top  10  to  have  a 
realistic  shot  at  making  the  Olympic 
team.  The  objective  for  Bob  and  Scott 
is  to  be  within  one  point  of  seventh 
spot  at  Houston,”  he  said.
